REFORM IS 
OPTIONAL 


Suburbs Agree Upon Bill 
To Be Presented to 
Legislature 


Major Schroeder, Famous

With the larger suburban towns 
fully convinced that a saving would 
result in election costs by a sys­ 
tem of combined elections, the 
smaller villages passed their ap­ 
proval Wednesday afternoon to a 
proposed bill to be presented to the 
state legislature at once. 
By its 
revisions, participation by any 
look county taxing body is option­ 
al to the voters of said district. The 
meeting Wednesday was the rec­ 
ord one to be held to discuss the 
proposal of Chicago interests that 
ail the school, township, park board 
and village elections in Cook coun­ 
ty be hell! at the same time as the 
judicial election in June. 
Its proponents claimed that the 
saving in Chicago alone would 
amount to half a million dollars 
and a Uke saving would result in 
the suburbs. 
Officials cl the smaller villages 
were quick to see the impracticabil­ 
ity of the plan as applied to outly­ 
ing townships, where the boundary 
lines of the individual taxing dis­ 
tricts were not identical, leading to 
confusion at the polls and the nec­ 
essity of individual ballots, regis­ 
tration lists, etc., which would en­ 
tail a great responsibility and 
added tittie for the election clerks. 
The objections of the smaller 
municipalities were not shared by 
the larger towns with the result 
that such places as Evanston, Oak 
Park, etc., offered a compromise 
bill with an optional clause that 
was accepted by all villages rep­ 
resented.
